Sackville, who-did not know well what way the enemy had retired from James's 
Fort, the Major therefore, who had taken very good notice, aud had purſued 


- them intheir retreat, did take Colonel Sackzille with the Commandans of the 


Spanifly Horſe, to a little Valley towards the right of James's Fort, from whence: 
the Spanifh Horſe purſued them juft* into their Camp 3 an4i.there was a Coltours 
taken by one of the Commandants Troop. Captain Langftqiw was ſhot in the 
Leg inthe purſute, + Upon the Engliſh and Spaniſh Karles. approaching their 

Camp, they began to-carry away their Women with great precipitation. |
